1. (Confidential - GLC) Roy Bullock, Staff Administrator, House 
Foreign Af fairs Committee, called to pass on to us a message regarding 
Representative Lee Hamilton's (D„, Ind. ) request for an Agency briefing of 
his Subcommittee on Near East next Tuesday, 21 September. Chairman 
Morgan has talked with Mr. Hamilton about this and suggested that we get 
together with Mr. Hamilton to see if we couldn't work out some arrange- 
ment to give him an informal briefing (with no shorthand reporter present) 
on the subject. If this is not feasible we should tell Mr. Hamilton. In any 
event the 21 September briefing is off. Bullock asked if we would let him 
know the outcome of our conversation with Mr. Hamilton. 

2. (Secret - JMM) Met with Senator Henry M. Jackson and briefed 
him on recent developments regarding the Soviet ICBM and ABM programs, 
particularly emphasizing the security sensitivity of this information. In 
response to the Senator's questions about other Soviet military developments, 
I mentioned their continued progress in high performance aircraft and 
submarine construction. 

In response to his questions about Senator Stennis' letter to the 
President, I recalled for Senator Jackson the background of this problem 
and the Agency's position. Without specifically saying so, he left the 
impression that he shared Senator Stennis' concern over the consequences 
of our continued involvement in the Laos operation. 

3. (Internal Use Only - JGO) Talked briefly with Representative 
William Moorhead (D. , Pa. ), in a chance meeting. He told me his trip to 
the Soviet Union was relatively uneventful.

Benefits Subcommittee staff of the House Post Office and Civil Service Committee, 
who told me that the Subcommittee considered the invasion of privacy draft 

bill this morning but did not complete their considerations. The Committee will

9. (Unclassified - GLC) In followup on an inquiry which was made 
to us through the Library of Congress by Mr. David Johnson, on the staff 
of Representative Michael Harrington (D., Mass. ), I called Mr. Johnson 
this morning and explained to him that the CIA authors of papers which had 
been printed in a Joint Economic Committee study on the Soviet economy 
could really add nothing to what they had already written on the subject of 
their articles. (Johnson had advised the Library of Congress that Representa- 
tive Harrington was interested in talking to these two people. ) I said that by 
agreement with the Chairmen of our Agency Subcommittees we did not normally 
make our people available for questioning for sessions such as he had contem- 
plated. 

Mr. Johnson did not press this issue but said he was interested in 
obtaining an unclassified statement as to why intelligence estimates on Soviet 
R&D could not be made public.

* House Foreign Affair s Committee, to say that we would much prefer to avoid 
appearing before Representative Lee Hamilton's Near East Subcommittee 
as requested for 21 September,, I said the State Department was directly 
involved in the Middle East situation, and had all the information available 
to the Agency plus a good deal of its own, and hence would be in a better 
position to cover the subject fully. I also said we were always glad to appear 
before the full Committee, but would prefer to avoid setting a precedent of 
appearing before individual subcommittees. I also noted that we could not 
agree to the request for the appearance of an individual Agency officer by 
name. I told Mr. Bullock that we realized Chairman Morgan might have 
a problem with the Subcommittee and would like to be helpful, but hoped he 
could get us off’ the hook on this occasion, I added I would be happy to call 
him or go to Pennsylvania to see him if this appeared useful, 

Mr. Bullock said thus far Chairman Morgan, who is recuperating 
from an operation, knew nothing about the Subcommittee request and Bullock 
would explain it to him and pass on to him my comments. Bullock will let 
me know the results. 

Later in the day, Mr. Bullock called to say he had discussed by phone 
with Chairman Morgan the problem of Representative Hamilton's request. 
Chairman Morgan said he plans to return to Washington early next week and 
would be glad to discuss the matter with Agency representatives at that time.
